The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 1st September, 1951, relate to 168 
towns with an estimated population of 20,387 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 236 and their population is 
29,440 thousands. Thus 7 1% of the total number of towns 
grepresenting 69% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 18,006 and 8,225 representing birth and 
death rates of 46 1 I and 18-3 per thousand of population 
f respectively. 

(A) States ( Parts A <b 0 ), — The data here relate to 161 
towns with an estimated population of 18,064 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar and West Bengal oould 
not be Included. The total number of towns is 202 and 
their population is 25,128 thousands. Thus 75% of the total 
number of towns representing 72% of the total population 
is oovered. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 16,466 and 7,683 representing birth and 
death rateB of 47*4 and 22 * 1 per thousand of population 
respectively. The table at the end gives the position by 
States. 


The towns of Kalyan in Bombay, Nellore and 
Visakh apatnam in Madras, Banaras and Mirzapur-Vindh- 
yaohal in Uttar Pradesh recorded high death rates of 62*0, 
60*1, 69*1, 58 3 and 51*4 per thousand of population res- 
pectively. The high death rate in Kalyan was not due to any 
of the specified oauses; the high death rate in Nellore was 
largely due to cholera; the high death rates in yisakhapat- 
nam, Banaras and Mirzapur-Vindhyaohal were largely 
due to fevers. 

(B) States (Part B ). — The data here relate to 17 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,333 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 34 and their population is 4,312 thou- 
sands. Thus 50% of the total number of towns representing 
54% of the total population is oovered. The numbers of 
births and deaths recorded in these towns were 1,600 and 
542 representing birth and death rates of 35*7 and 12*1 
per thousand of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 54 or over per 
thousand of population.
